arrived 
at

charge of H. J. Hoiiinger, master 
mechanic; 
David 
Jones, 
night 
foreman ; C. D. Lewis, labor boss, 
and W . E 
Oliver, heater. 
AVhen 
they arrived at Niles 
to change 
cars they were met by a crowd of 
jeering men. 
Chief of Police Charles Neitlui 
mer, with several policemen,rushed 
to the train, dragged the besieged 
strike breakers from the cars and 
hurried them to the city jail, fol­ 
lowed by the mob, which became 
wild with rage. 
Thinking 
the 
men 
would 
be 
safe, Mayor Charles Boynton ar­ 
ranged to bail them under the di­ 
rection 
of 
local 
Superintendent 
Rogers, of Niles’ slieet men, but 
the mob grew into thousands of 
angry men, who howled for the 
lives of the 
frightened 
manager 
and his men behind the bars. 
W ith one accord they declared 
they would not go to Cleveland,but 
would return to Lisbon. 
But the 
wild mob of union men would not 
listen to overtures or piomises and 
at midnight were planning to as­ 
sault the jail.
